Hunter referred lo rprlnklcr irri- 
gation which In hLs opinion has a 
great future In Idaho. F^om hlK en- 
glncerlnc exiwrlenco he believes 
.sprinkler Irrigation would double 
the good Irom the duty ot water by 
eliminating wnate and preventing 
.■a.shlng away of noil. 

Skill t>llll Needed 
It the new system of Irrlgniing 
should clinnge an Irrigator to a 
pipe nr.sL-mblcr. Hunter Mid .skill 
■ould still be needed to know when 
1 sprinkle so ns to avoid one of 
the method's disadvantages — non- 
pollenliation of crop.s. 

Turning from new Jobs to chang- 
ing Jobs, the occupation analyst 
cited beet-thlnnlng machinery, nnd 
iriety of .self-propelled cqulp- 
t such a,i binders, beet dlgRers. 
hay clioppers. nnd machinery which 
takes potatoes out ot the fields Into 
tlie ccllnrji without being touched 
by hand. 

Chontci Job Nature 
Although beet thinning recjulrei

Both President Tnimnn nnd Republican Pre-sidcntinl Nomi- 
nee Thomas E. Dewey are being kept closely posted while the 
United Sttites, Britain nnd France take their cnsc anainst the 
Soviet blockade of the German capital into the public nreiin 
of the United Nations sccuri- ' 
ty council. 
The fnllure of the secret dlplo- 
incy which tlie western powers 
have been practicing In the hope ot 
reaching n settlement with the 
kremlln was revealed by Uio state 
department Jiul night. 

"Bad Faith" 
The dep;irimtnt made public n 
OOO-word note accusing Russia ol 
bad faltlt In the Berlin negoUntlons 
and o[ creating "a Uireat to Inter- 
national peace." 

PublUhed nt the same time wns a 
heretofore recrcl record of at.OOO 
■ords which top diplomat.! said 
prove* the Soviets are bent upon 
using thn ■■Illegal" blockade to force 
the wc.-.tcni powers out ot the Qcr- 
man capital, 

Tlio heavy volume ot documents 
released by tho state department as 
■hltc paper" to show what really 
occurTe<l In Uie ncBOtlnUon.s over 
Berlin dealt nt length with the role 
of Premier Stalin. 

"Ready lo fJclUo" 
American Anibiu.sador Walter Bo- 
dell Smith nnd Uie envoys ot Brit- 
ain and rriinee had two meetings 
ith tlie Soviei premier and foreign 
Minister Molotov. Tlie Ilrr.l ot these 
took place on Aug. 3 In the kremlln.

He said, according to Uie -sLatc de- 
partment record, Sovlel occupation 
currency ahould be uted throughout 
Berlin arid thnl f.lmultnncou.sly with 
llK ncccptancc by the west "nil trans- 
port rc.strlctloai" — the blockade — 
would bo removed.

Stalin's readiness to trsde nn end 
to the blockade In return lor iic- 
eeptance of Soviet currency In the 
wcitem sectors of Berlin Uien be- 
came ihc biusln of three weckj; of ne- 
Kotlallons between the western en- 
voys and Molotov. 

"Acrecmenl In Principle" 

The .second meeting with Stalin 
occurred on Aug. 23, II resulUxl In 
a "final agreement In principle" be- 
tween Russia nnd the western pow- 
ers that (A) the blockado should be 
unconditionally lifted and (B) the 
west would accepl Soviet currency 
In its sectors of Berlin but under 
lour-power rnUier than slnglo Soviet 
control.

In his 
opinion It did not necc^sarlly follow- 
that the city council must proceed 
with conslnictlon of a building 
contnlnlng nn auditorium.

In a scaring speech before tho 
U, N. general assembly meetins here. 
Bcvln tntenslUed the charges laid 
against the Soviet union yesterday.

Willie Soviet Delcsalo Andrei 
Vlshlnsky first listened grimly, then 
stalked in apparent anger from tho 
as.sembly chamber In the white 
marble palals do chnlllot overlooklns 
tho Seine. BevIn charged that:

WITCH HUNT SQlIAnHLE 
Tv;o scientific groups have complained of 
unrairnCA-i in loyalty investigations and ol 
unwarranted attacks whlcli arc Impairing the 
national program ol atomic research and 
other secret projects. 

The Federation of AmerlCiui Sclentbts 
claims that at least 70 persons, IncIudlnR 56 
scientists, have received unfair treatment In 
clearance jiroccdures. And the a.ssociatlon of 
Oak RidRC sclentl.'it.'i and cnRlnecrs says that 
40 per cent of the top scientists there have 
resigned in the past few months thrnuch frai 
of bclnfc iittackcd on "flimsy or unsubstantial 
Brounds." 

Dr. Ruy Stotighton. chairman of the Oak 
Ridge association's executive committee, say.i 
that "very lew" of the -10 per cent who re 
atgned hnve been repJnced. and that it I: 
growing increasingly difficult to find replace' 
menL.'i. But C. N. Riicker. e.-<ecutlve director 
of the Oak Ridge project, tells a different 
story. His normal staff of 500 technical ex 
ports Is only 18 short, he says, and he has 
enough applications on file to fill the 18 
cancics. 

If these two men are talking about the 
same thing, there is an amazing discrepancy 

, In their Atorles. This Isn't a question of what 
happened a dozen or more years ago. as In 
the Whlttaker Chambcrs-Alger Hiss mystery 
story. It Is a question of the situation at Oak 
Ridge today, as pictured by the.'ie two men 
who work there. 

We don't know who is right. But unless Dr. 
Stoughton shows that Mr. Rucker Is ^Tong, 
or that they are talking about different 
things, then Dr. Stoughton himself seems to 
be attacking the loyalty tests and Tliomos 
committee hearings on "fllm,sy or unsubstan^ 
ttal gounds." 
These statements are not the only contra. 

■dictions on the same subject. In resigning a; 
director of the Brookhavcn. N, Y.. national 
laboratory. Dr. Philip M. Morse gave as ono 
reason the "uncongenial" atmo.^phere created 
by the Thomas committee, and blamlnp: Its 
"Irresponalble" tactics for the dilUculty In 

:gcttlng competent men to work in Brook- 

I haven. 

" But Dr. Darol Froman. actlnff director of 
the atomic energy laboratory at Las Alamos. 
N. M.. told the Now York Star that he has no 
large number of poopio who have resigned 
or are on the point of resigning. He admitted 
loma trouble In filling hLs ."^taf f. but he thinks 
Jt arises not from fear, but from a lack of 
competent scientists In this country to fill all 
present needs. 

We can't blame scientists for wanting to 
work In an undisturbed environment. Wo 
can't blame them for objecting, along with 
a great many other people, to some Tliomos 
committee tactics. We can't blame them for 
objecting particularly to the treatment of 
their fellow scientist. Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
whoae loyalty was publicly questioned by the 
committee but who has not been granted his 
rapeatcd requests to oppear before the com- 
mittee and answer its accusations. 

Atomic research should, not be used as a 
'political football or as an excuse for a wild- 
eyed witch hunt. But certainly It Is so vital 
to the country's safety that the persons en- 
gaged In It must be investigated for loyalty. 

Those persons have taken on an obligation 
to' their country along with their Jotis. That 
.obligation should not permit them to walk off 
their Jobs for no better reason than a lit of 
peevishness or an unwarranted fear of char- 
acter assassination. Nor should It permit 
them to exaggerate the evil elfectj of inves- 
tigation methods that they find objection- 
able. 




IT CANT HAPPEN HERE 
Ncrw that the extreme right and left wings 
ol the Democratic party have splintered into 
Dlxlecrats and Wallaceltcs, respectively, 
Henry Wallace has a novel plan for the fur- 
ther disintegration of the party. Since Mr. 
■Truman vetoed the Taft-Hartley bill. Mr. 
Wallace suggests that the President withdraw 
Jils support from those Democrats who voted 
to override the veto— in other words, the ma- 
jority of Democrats In congress. 

Mr. Truman will of course Ignore this rldlc- 
■uloua challenge. But It would be IntercsllnR 
to set what would happen II he accepted it 
—on condition that Mr. Wallace repudiate 
the chief drum-beaters of his own campaign,
